Quiz Service Officers 
in D. C. on Living Cost 


As an aid in preparing a new and more 
equitable basis for the cost-of-living in- 
dex upon which the Federal pay cut de- 
pends, the Department of Labor is send- 
ing Government employe in 
the District of Columbia, including offi- 
cers of the Army and Navy, a question- 
naire as to living expenses. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins this week 
revealed that the Labor Department to- 
gether with the Bureau of Home WHeo- 
nomics of the Department of Agriculture 
will undertake a study of the cost of 
living of Government employes through- 
out the country, the result of which will 
be used in fixing the Federal pay scale 
for the next six month period beginning 
Jan. 1, 19384. New elements, Miss Per- 
kins said, not previously included in the

cost-of-living index, will be taken Into 
consideration. One of these, she inti- 


mated, may be the cost of maintenance 
and replacement of automobiles, 

The first step in the study, Miss Per- 
kins stated, will be the distribution of 
the questionnaire. 

“The Bureau of Home Economics of 
the Department of Agriculture,” she 
said, “will co-operate in making the study 
which will be used in estimating the 
change in thelr cost of living that has 
occurred since 1928 and also in measur- 
ing the changes that may take place in 
the future. 

“It has been recognized for some time 
that the cost-of-living index in current 
use is an unsatisfactory measure of that 
change, particularly as applied to Gov- 
ernment employes, and the present study

Navy Board to Report 


No changes of a “radical” nature are 
likely to be recommended by the Navy 
reorganization board, Acting Secretary 
Henry L. Roosevelt, chairman of the 
board stated this week, 

“As it looks today,” Secretary Roose- 
velt said, “There will no far reaching 
changes recommended, Our study is 
directed more toward a simplification of 
work and elimination of overlapping of 
offices within the Department. We feel 
that a more effective organization can be 
created by the elimination of some red- 
tape and duplication of effort. No radi- 
cal changes are in view.” 

“Then there is not likely to be any 
amalgamation of the Marine Corps or 
Staff Corps with the Line, or any con- 
solidation of bureaus within the Depart- 
ment,” he was asked. 

“Oh, no, nothing like that,” wag the 
reply. 

The Acting Secretary stated that the 
board had made “fair progress” with 
their task, but would not have a report 
ready for some time. He “hoped” to 
have something to report to Secretary 
Swanson upon the latter's return to 
Washington, Mr. Roosevelt said.

Matters of interest to the Army and Navy have received coniment from the 
press of the world, - 

Declares the Chicago Daily News: 

“Demands upon the regular army incident to the organization of the citizens’ 
conservation corps have revealed the desperate straits to which that small but 
indispensable organization has been reduced by a succession of federal economy 
measures. * * * 

“Of the enlisted personnel, 30,000 men last June were on duty in Puerto Rico, 
Hawaii, the Philippines, the Canal Zone and Alaska, leaving a little more than 
85,000 available for duty within the United States. That number barely sufficed 
to operate efficiently the existing army posts and supply depots. It has been de- 
pleted still further by the necessity of providing sergeants, company clerks and 
cooks for the 800,000 men in the reforestation army, which will continue to func- 
tion throughout the coming winter. The result is that the men available for regular 
army duty are ridiculously inadequate if war department properties are to be 
maintained in good condition, * * * 

“Many of the reforestation units have been forced to go without their proper 
complement of army supervisors. Now another drain on the resources of the na- 
tion’s military forces is about to result from the return of army instructors to 
the various college and school training units. * * * 

“Some of the many millions of dollars that are being put out in loans and 
on public works projects of uncertain value might be added to much better purpose 
to the appropriation for the support of our small army. Instead of new curtail- 
ments to permit money to be flung about in quantities elsewhere, it is time for the 
federal authorities to consider restoring the strength of the country’s military forces 
to the very moderate levels prevailing from 1929 to 1931.” 





“Concentration of the United States land forces in larger units in fewer and 
better camps is to be consummated under executive order,” states the Washington

“The projected consolidation is a measure that has been advocated for years 
by the Army and War Department as a desirable step, making for efficiency and 
economy. ‘Two years ago the then Secretary of War, Patrick J, Hurley, recom- 
mended the abolition of 583 Army posts, but such vigorous opposition was raised in 
Congress and from the local points offected that no more than five posts were 
abolished,” 


Urging against intervention in Cuba, the New York Times declares: 

“There is a possibility that a few Cuban business men might like to see the 
United States restore order. It is also probable that some Americans with large 
interests in Cuba would be glad to have the American flag run up in Havana, if 
only for a short time. But as regards the mass of the Cuban people, and especially 
their leaders in every group, it may be said with all confidence that the evidence 
is overwhelming of their hostility to intervention by the United States. 

“If they do not want it, certainly the people of this country do not. The step 
would be extremely hazardous. It would lead to complications and troubles im- 
possible to foresee. In its effect upon South American opinion, it would almost 
surely destroy in advance those plans of friendship and of closer trade relations 
which Secretary Hull has been cherishing and is so desirous to carry out. President 
Roosevelt has left*the public in no doubt of his own attitude. He would consent 
to intervene only as a last and dire resort. Without desiring in any way to dictate 
to the Cuban people, he has succeeded in making it plain to them that the United 
States would wish to respect their independence, provided that under it they are 
able to set up and make stable a government of their own choice. In that there 
is no semblance of intervention, only a friendly. and neighborly message.” 





“In his fight for War Department appropriations from the $3,500,000,000 publie 
works fund, Secretary of War George H. Dern can depend upon the unanimous 
support of the Veterans of Foreign Wars of the United States and other patriotic 
groups that believe in an adequate national defense,” declares Foreign Service. 

“Money invested by the United States government in the rehabilitation of 
its armed forces will bring a definite return to the nation in the form of protection 
and security. 

“The Army, in peace as in war, is to the nation as a whole what a police force 
is to its local community. A weak police force is merely a public invitation to the 
criminal elements of society. A weak national defense only invites the contempt 
and disdain of nations that are strong and powerful. 

“Without the security that a strong national defense gives to the economie 
stability of the country, America will always be on the brink of discord and dis- 
agreement with other countries. As long as we can back up our demands for 
international amity and equity with a properly equipped and well trained armed 
force, Uncle Sam will always hold the respectful attention of international con- 
ferences having to deal with the economic welfare of individual nations.”

When T think of the mutiny in the 
British Fleet, the agitation in the Jap- 
anese Navy, which brought an admoni- 
tion from Admiral Togo to be “prudent 
in speech and action”, and the revolt of 
the Cuban Army, I wonder if the Amer- 
ican people have an conception of the 
high morale and splendid loyalty of our 
Army and Navy and Marine Corps.

Since the customers of such concessions 
are almost entirely government em- 
ployees, it would seem that there would 
be no consumer question requiring the 
display of the Blue Eagle; but if, in any 
case, the concessionaire does desire to 
display the Blue Eagle, he must com- 
ply with all the provisions of the Presi- 
dent’s Agreement, or with the substitut- 
ed provisions of a permanent code, where 
such a substitution has been consented 
to by NRA for the particular activity 
involved.

Funds for Army Construction 


Allotments totaling $56,834,643.50 for 
housing, construction, reconditioning and 
repair work at Army posts were an- 
nounced this week by Federal Adminis- 
trator of Public Works, Harold L. Ickes. 

Of the total $53,573,397 went for new 
construction and reconditioning work at 
82 posts, $1,135,961 was to complete fa- 
cilities now under construction at 31 
Army posts, $1,125,285.50 was for con- 
struction and repair at 16 Army posts 
which suffered damage in recent storms, 
and $1,000,000 was for a seawall at Ft. 
Monroe, Va. 

The allotment of $1,000,000 for the 
construction of 13-foot seawall, almost 
two miles long, at Ft. Monroe, Va., was 
requested by the War Department as a 
protection to troops and property at the 
post against such a storm as struck it 
late in August destroying many defense 
installations and buildings and imperil- 
ing the lives of hundreds. 

The August hurricane, driven by a 65- 
mile gale, caused a series of waves which 
passed almost entirely over the post. It 
produced a tide about 10-feet high, which 
is three times higher than normal. 

It is expected that the seawall, with 
a suitable parapet of earth fill and a 
cat-off wall to prevent flanking, will give 
adequate protection to the post. 

Plans for the work have been com- 
pleted and it will be started at once 
under the supervision of the Army En- 
gineer Corps. It is estimated that this 
project will give employment to more 
than 800 men for about six months. 

The allotment of $1,125,285.50 for the 
construction and repair of 16 Army post 
structures, which were damaged or de- 
stroyed by storms, followed vigorous rep- 
resentations by the War Department, 
stressing the importance of immediate 
action to prevent further deterioration 
of the Army properties. 

Work will start at once, giving direct 
employment to approximately 3,000 men.

Approve CCC Camps 


Robert Fechner, Director of Emer- 
gency Conservation Work, this week ap- 
proved 191 additional camp sites for 
occupancy by the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, during the second six months’ en- 
rollment period, All the sites approved 
are located on National Forest, State 
and privately owned lands. Of the 191 
locations, 153 are new. The other sites, 
thirty-eight in all, are now occupied by 
Civilian Conservation Corps companies. 

Up to date, Director Fechner has ap- 
proved 454 sites for winter conservation 
work. Of this number 308 are new and 
151 old. Approximately 250 additional 
new sites for winter camps remain to be 
selected. The program calls for the re- 
occupation of approximately 900 of the 
camps where conservation companies are 
now located. Announcement as to the 
location of all the cld camps which are 
to be continued during the winter months 
will be made shortly. A total of 1,466 
camps will be needed for the winter op- 
erations of the Corps. 

In choosing new sites for the winter 
camps, the Director has more than 2,500 
projects to choose from. Within the last 
few days hundreds of communications 
have arrived from Governors and Con- 
gressmen anxious to have new camps 
established in their respective States. 
So far as possible, Director Fechner is 
establishing sufficient camps in each 
State to care for that State’s quota of 
CCC men, 

The 191 camps approved today were 
recommended by Maj. Robert Y. Stuart, 
head of the Forest Service of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The types of 
work to be done in the winter camps 
include erosion control, construction of 
truck trails, cultural work, timber stand 
improvement, roadside clearing, removal 
of fire hazards, gipsy moth eradication 
and flood control.

Colonel of 319th Inf. Retires 

Col. Harry C, Jones, Inf-Res, separated 
from active service on Aug. 23 having 
reached the statutory age limit, bringing 
to conclusion a long career of capable 
service to the United States and State 
of Maryland. 

Colonel Jones began his active duty in 
1887 as a private in G Company, 5th In- 
fantry, Maryland National Guard, where 
he served until 1891, and was discharged 
as Corporal. 

In 1901 Colonel Jones accepted a Com- 
mission as 2nd Lt. in the 4th Infantry, 
Maryland National Guard, where he rose 
through the various grades until 1912, in 
which year he became Colonel and as- 
sumed command of the Regiment. 

In 1916 Colonel Jones accompanied his 
regiment, in Federal Service, to duty on 
the Mexican Border. 

From April-August 1917, Colonel Jones 
commanded the Provisional Brigade of 
the 4th and 5th Maryland Infantry, and 
was assigned the task of guarding Fed- 
eral Utilities in the Maryland District, 
which covered the territory from Cum- 
berland, Md., to Cape Charles, Va., from 
which duty he was detached and sent to 
Camp McClellan, Alabama, with the 4th 
Maryland Infantry. 

Later, he served as President of the 
29th Division Reclassification and (fii- 
ciency Board and on his return from the 
Field Officers Course at Fort Sam Hous- 
ton, Texas, was assigned to the 113th 
Inf., 29th Division, which he commanded 
in this country and in front line service 
in France. 

In October 1918, Colonel Jones was 
transferred to command the 318th Inf., 
80th Division, during its October-Novem- 
ber operations in the Meuse-Argonne of- 
fensive, leaving the regiment to attend 
Army Staff College, at Langres, France. 

From January-March 1919 Colonel 
Jones assumed command of all Army and 
Corps Troops, Base Section No. 2, with 
Zone H. Q., at St. Andre de Cubzac, 
Gironde, France, which consisted of a 
groupment of sixty-five organizations, 
having a personnel of 27,200 Officers and 
men, 

In April 1919, in addition to his other 
duties, he commanded the Paulliac Em- 
barkation Camp, in the A. E. F, area of 
Paulliac-Gironde, France, where he 
served until July 1919, and in that 
month he embarked for home, being Hon- 
orably Discharged from U. 8S. Service at 
Camp Dix, N. J., in the same month of 
1919. 

In 1921, as Colonel, Inf-Res., Colonel 
Jones became active in the reorganiza- 
tion of the 319th Inf., 80th Division, 
under provisions of the National Defense 
Act of 1920, and was assigned to com- 
mand that regiment. 

In 1925 he served as Additional Mem- 
ber, War Department General Staff, and 
in 1926 became President of the 3rd 


Corps Area Committee on Reserve af- 
fairs, 

In 1927 Colonel Jones was detached 
from service with the 319th Inf., and 


became Colonel General Staff, serving as 
Chief of Staff, 80th Division, until 1931, 
when he returned to Command of his 
regiment, and in addition to his other 
duties, served as President, 3rd Corps 
Area Advisory Board, both of which 
duties he discharged until the date of 
his retirement. Col. Herbert A. Smith 
succeeds him in command of the 319th 
Inf.

THERE IS ONE ASPECT OF THE EXPANDED authority given to the Direc- 
tor of the Budget which causes concern to all advocates of National Defense. By 
direction of the President, Mr. Douglas, in addition to formulating the President's 
budget for submission to Congress, is overseeing the entire governmental expenditure 
program while in process of execution. He has the power to discontinue any activ- 
ities which he regards as unnecessary or which in his judgment can be suspended 
without serious inconvenience or loss to the public and to direct what he regards as 
a more economical operation of those functions, which in the nature of things cannot 
be dispensed with or suspended. His authority goes so far as to coordinate all the 
manifold factors which underlie the budget—to crystallize the policies which are 
to be pursued in regard to such perplexing subjects as employment, salary scales, 
procurement of materiais and the conduct of construction operations in their re- 
lationship to the executive program as a whole, This description of the authority 
conferred upon Mr. Douglas is word for word that given by Postmaster General 
Farley in a speech delivered this week in New York and is quoted to show the Ser- 
vices that the Budget Director, who cannot know the National defense needs of the 
country nor formulate the policies for its maintenance, has been placed in a position 
where by a claim of economy he can seriously embarrass the efficiency and develop- 
ment of the Services. Mr. Douglas made determined efforts only a few months ago 
to reduce the personnel of theArmy, the Navy and the Marine Corps, to minimize 
their training, and to curtail expenditures required by the National Guard and the 
Reserves. He has notified the War and Navy Departments that their estimates for 
the next fiscal year must be within the limit of the expenditures authorized for this 
fiseal year, expenditures which as a result of the forceful activities of General Mac- 
Arthur, assured no reduction in personnel but did seriously affect training. With 
the additional authority given to Mr. Douglas, he may feel empowered to intervene 
at the expense of the efficiency which with such effort the Services are maintaining. 
It is our understanding that under the Constitution Congress alone has the power 
to fix expenditures for National Defense, and it may well be that during the com- 
ing session the appropriate committees will raise the question of whether the Ex- 
ecutive has the right to forbid expenditures which the legislative branch granted. 
Obviously it is not wise to repose in any one man power which the people have pro- 
claimed belongs to their representatives in another governmental branch, 


EUROPE’S GAS OFFENSIVE AGAINST American National Defense is being 
intensified with the approach of the reassembling of the Disarmament Conference. 
From London and Paris comes propaganda for the abandonment of the Roosevelt 
shipbuilding program for the discarding of ten thousand tons cruisers and the adop- 
tion of the British 7,000 ton type, for the limitation of the number and size of 
tanks and guns and for League of Nations supervision of armaments, Arming them- 
selves—even the British Admiralty as we reported last week is planning for increased 
sea superlority—the Great powers are seeking to promote American sentiment for 
acceptance of inferiority. Back of the disarmament effort the discerning realize 
is the maintenance of our comparative weakness and consequently our subordina- 
tion to foreign will. Acting Secretary Roosevelt, conscious of the needs of the 
United States in the face of overseas complications, has answered the reports from 
abroad with a statement which establishes the falsity and injustice of the charge 
that the new construction authorized by the President has inaugurated a race in 
armaments, As a matter of fact, the American Fleet, even upon the completion of 
the President’s program, will be below that authorized by the London Treaty and 
inferior in strength to those of Great Britain and Japan. That the United States 
has no desire to engage in any armament race was established a decade ago when 
at the Washington conference we deliberately abandoned sea superiority and since 
have permitted other nations to eclipse us in naval strength, The continuous dis- 
armament conferences have been valuable to EBurope in keeping alive a sentiment in 
the United States which has operated to prevent an increase in our sea power which 
foreign nations would regard as dangerous. It is accepted that the Conference to 
reassemble will produce no agreement for armament curtailment, but a victory for 
the Old World will have been won if American sentiment can be developed in 
sufficient strength to force the cancellation of the new shipbuilding program. We 
believe the propaganda being emitted will fail in producing this result, because for 
the first time in years the American people appear to be better informed of the dan- 
gers which exist abroad and more disposed to make provision for American de- 
fense needs. 


WITH PRICES MOUNTING EVERY WEEK, and with the devaluation of the 
gold dollar impending, there is increasing reason for the cancellation of the 15 per 
cent pay cut and the repeal of the pay freeze. Inquiry at the Labor Department re- 
veals that the statisticians there are preparing a schedule of the necessities which 
enter into living and are obtaining reports of prices in all sections of the country with 
a view to striking an average for the index cost that will determine the President's 
action with respect to the pay cut in December. As we reported last week, the Presi- 
dent already is convinced that this cut must be partially curtailed and has an open 
mind as to whether it should not be entirely cancelled. The Quartermasters of the 
Army and Marine Corps and the Pay officers of the Navy are in a position to supply 
the Labor statisticians with the costs the Services are required to pay, and it occurs 
to us that those statisticians would do well to take advantage of such information 
in addition to that they secure from the individual officers in Washington. In any 


case, as the President himself said, it is ridiculous to include in the index articles 
that have no general use. Even if retail prices be stabilized at ten per cent above 
wholesale prices as proposed to the NRA, the upward march of the latter will mean a 
like increase in the former, and the time is not far distant when even the restoration 
- the pay cut still will reduce the purchasing power of the pay schedules of the Ser- 
vices,

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


At d Freezes—With the President himself admitting the unfairness of the 
— re Hongo te which the current pay cuts were based and his ordering of the 
compilation of a new one which it is confidently expected will eliminate part if 
not all of the pay cuts, considerable optimism prevails in Washington over the 
possibility of removal of the unfair and iniquitous pay freeze. x 

With the pressure of public opinion urging the government to “practice what 
it preaches” in regards to wage scales reaching such proportions as to secure 
a tentative promise of action, it would be a travesty to maintain the pay freeze 
which bears so unequally and unjustly upon certain classes of the services. 

The legislative authority for the pay freeze will expire June 30, 1934 and new 
legislation would be required to continue it. However, it is earnestly to be hoped 
that the necessity to fight a reenactment will not arise but rather that Congress 
will see the fault and early in its next session amend current legislation stopping 


at once this unjustice. 


Establish Damage Control Competition—Plans are going forward in the Division 
Fleet Training at the Navy Department for the institution of damage control 


competition among vessels of the Fleet next year. Already as an experiment, a 
competition has been held among five selected ships, and the results of this trial 
is being studied with a view to drawing rules for fleet competition for all vessels. 

The damage control competition will be similar to the present engineering, 
gunnery, and communication contests, with pennants and commandatory letters 
and, it is hoped, prize money being awarded. Desire to train personnel and 
develop knowledge along this line, is responsible for the plan. It is the second 
step to be taken to stimulate damage control training and knowledge. Several 
months ago, there was created the position aboard ship of “damage control officer 
and first lieutenant” who ranks just below the executive, ahead of department heads. 

Plans for the competition are not fully worked out as yet, but it is expected 
that it will include training and then testing of emergency repairing of com- 
munication lines, restoration of a ship to even keel after a listing has been effected 
by movement of ballast and fuel, speedy shift of control from one point of the 
ship to another, etc. 

The importance of damage control has not always been realized by naval men. 
The stress put upon it in the German Navy before and during the early days 
of the World War, is believed by many to have been what enabled most of the 
vessels of the German fleet to get back to port though badly damaged at the Battle 
of Jutland. On the other hand, lack of knowledge of damage control, is believed 
to be responsible for the loss of the British warship Audacious. Hit by a torpedo 
aft, the captain of the Audacious ordered the flooding of a compartment on the 
other side of the ship so as to level the ship so she could continue firing. The 
compartment flooded, however was also aft, and the vessel sank. From what is 
known today, the ship could have been saved and continued in action had a com- 
partment forward been flooded instead, 





/ ‘orps Area Sends CCC Men East for Discharge—A total! of 31,430 enrollees 
Mf the Civilian Conservation Corps will be moved out of the Ninth Corps Area 
during the end of this month and the first part of October and returned for final 
discharge to the Corps Area in which they were enrolled. 

Of this total 16,101 will be sent to Camp Dix in the Second Corps Area. The 
Third Corps Area will get 453, all being sent to Ft. Hoyle. Ft. Knox, Ky., in the 
5th Corps Area will receive 8,555. The Sixth Corps Area will get 4,385, 2,197 going 
to Jefferson Barracks, Mo., and 2,188 to Ft. Sheridan, Ill. The Seventh Corps 
Area will receive 1,936, of which 861 will go to Ft. Crook, Neb.; 851 to Ft. Leaven- 
worth, Kans.; 85 to Ft. Lincoln, N. D.; and 139 to Ft. Snelling, Minn. 


Naval Officers On CCC Duty—aActing Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt stated this 
week that he was confident that there would be funds in next year’s budget to pay 
the naval officers now on duty at Civilian Conservation Corps camps. He made 
clear, however, that he was speaking only of the Line and Marine Corps officers 
and the Medical and Dental officers who were assigned to this duty and not of 
the Medical officers who were transferred by executive order to the War Depart- 
ment, . The latter group had formerly been paid from Veterans Administration 
funds to handle the increased use of naval hospitals resulting from the hospitaliza- 
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tion of veterans. When the veterans were withdrawn from naval hospitals, there 
were no funds for the payment of these officers. The problem as to what to do 
about these officers was solved for the Navy for the time being with the creation 
of the CCC. What, however, will be done, when the forest corps is disbanded ig 
not known. Secretary Roosevelt, while predicting that money would be available 
for the other officers on CCC duty, said he had no idea whether there would be 
any for the medical group. 


Army Chaplains Notes—After a delightful vacation at Nantucket, Mass., the Chief 
of Chaplains is again at his desk. 

The Rev. Andrew G. Solla, Ch-Res. (316th Inf., 79th Div.), pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church of Our Saviour, Bristol, Pa., was recently awarded the degree 
of Doctor of Theology by Pike’s Peak Bible Seminary. The University of Chicago 
conferred the degree of Master of Arts on Chaplain Ralph W. Rogers at the June 
convocation. 

The Second District CCC chaplain (First Corps Area) is given a weekly hour 
over WDEV Waterburg, Vt. Music by the 7th FA Band and a religious message 
by Chaplain Hanson are included in the items of an interesting program. This is 
typical of many such air contacts being reported by chaplains who seek to widen 
their sphere of influence. 

Under conditions laid down by CCC Circular No. 25, War Dept., Sept. 8, 1938, 
clergymen who conduct services without compensation at CCC camps are to be 
given mileage at the rate of five cents per mile when government transportation 
is not furnished, This will be most welcome news to a great number of civilian 
clergymen who have hitherto been at considerable expense in augmenting the 
services of reserve chaplains on duty with the reforestation camps. 

One of the most interesting events in the religious history of the Army was the 
reopening of the Chapel of San Felipe del Morro for religious services. This 
remarkable structure was built about the year 1600 and used as a chapel until the 
American Occupation in 1898. It is probably the oldest chapel in the Army and 
one of the oldest houses of worship under the American Flag. Chaplain Mariano 
Vassallo, who is largely responsible for the renovation and reopening of the historic 
chapel, has been on duty in Puerto Rico for the past thirteen years. 


Redistricting of Engineer Procurement Planning —Following an intensive study in 
the office of the Chief of Lngineers the War Department has approved a plan of 
redistricting of the United States for engineer procurement in time of peace and 
engineer procurement in time of war. The new set-up provides for six districts 
instead of the old five. The old five—headquarters at New York, Philadelphia, 
Pittsburgh, Chicago and San Francisco—are retained but a new huge southern 
district is set up with peace headquarters at Mobile, Ala., and war headquarters 
at Birmingham, the latter headquarters coinciding with the headquarters of the War 
Department Procurement Zone 3. Under the new plan the combined territories 
of the New York and Philadelphia Districts are identical with War Department 
Procurement Zone 1, which has headquarters at New York, while the combined 
territories of the Chicago and Pittsburgh Districts coincide with War Department 
Procurement Zone 2, which has headquarters at Chicago. The Birmingham Engi- 
neer Procurement District and War Department Procurement Zone 8 cover the 
same territory as do the San Francisco Engineer Procurement District and War 
Department Procurement Zone 4. 

The engiaeer redistricting, which becomes effective Oct. 1, 1933, is officially 
described as follows: 

“The New York Engineer Procurement District, with headquarters at the 
U. S. Engineer Office, Ist District, New York, N. Y., will include the states of 
Maine, Vermont, New Hampshire, Connecticut, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, New 
York, and the northern portion of the State of New Jersey to include Hunterdon, 
Sommerset, Middlesex and Monmouth Counties. 

“The Philadelphia Engineer Procurement District, with headquarters at the 
U. S. Engineer Office, Philadelphia, Pa., will include the states of Delaware, New 
Jersey, except Hunterdon, Sommerset, Middlesex and Monmouth Counties, and 
that part of Maryland and Pennsylvania included in War Department Procurement 
Zone No, 1. 

“The Pittsburgh Engineer Procurement District, with headquarters at the U. 
Engineer Office, Pittsburgh, Pa., will include the states of Ohio, Kentucky, West 
Virginia, and that part of Maryland and Pennsylvania included in War Department 
Procurement Zone No. 2 

“The Chicago Engineer Procurement District, with headquarters at the U. §. 
Engineer Office, 2nd District, Chicago, IIL, will include the states of Colorado, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, North 
Dakota, South Dakota and Wisconsin. 

“The Birmingham Engineer Procurement District, with headquarters in peace 
at the U. S. Engineer Office, Mobile, Ala., and in war at Birmingham, Ala., will 
include the entire area comprising War Department Procurement Zone No. 3. 

“The San Francisco Engineer Procurement District, with headquarters at the 
U. S. Engineer Office, San Francisco, Calif., will include the entire area comprising 
War Department Procurement Zone No. 4.”

service. 


N. R. A. (Naval Reserve Aviators) Soar For the N. R. A.—The Silver Eagles of 
the Navy based at Floyd Bennett Field soared high over New York City as the 
N.R.A. parade passed along Fifth Avenue on Wednesday afternoon Sept. 13, 1933. 

This squadron, known as the “Hell Diver Squadron” was led by Lt. Robert 
F. Hickey, USN, the commanding officer of the Naval Reserve Aviation Base 4! 
Floyd Bennett Airport. Following Lieutenant Hickey in these swift flying Silver Hell

Begin Selections For Second CCC—Robert Fechner, Director of Emergency Con- 
servation Work, announced yesterday that the Labor Department and the Veterans 
Administration have begun the selection of 75,000 new men for assignment to the 
Civilian Conservation Corps forest work camps during the second six-months en- 
rollment period which begins in October. All except the Veterans will be selected 
by State agencies of selection under the supervision of the Labor Department 
representative on the Emergency Conservation Work Advisory Council. The men 
selected at this time will be sent to the camps in October. 

The authorization of the new selections represents the initial move to reconsti- 
tute the Civilian Conservation Corps for the winter enrollment period ordered by 
President Roosevelt. The program calls for the discharge of all men now in the 
camps prior to October 15 and the reenrollment before that date of all members 
of the Corps desiring to remain for the second half-year period. 

The best estimates obtained by the War Department to date indicate that 
100,000 men will have left the Corps to take other jobs or for other reasons 
prior to Oct. 15 when reenrollment will be completed. 


Naval Reserve—While Naval Reservists aboard vessels of the Training Squadron 
were disembarked and replaced by officers and men of the Regular Navy before 
the destroyers were dispatched to Cuba recently, it was not because the Reserves 
were unwilling to go. Some of the Reservists indicated a desire to continue duty 
for probable service in Cuban waters but the Navy apparently considered it im- 
practical to thus use Reservists because of difficulty under the law in binding them 
to serve except in a National emergency. If provision could be made under which 
a Reservist could accept a binder to perform duty for a specific term beyond the 
annual training period, it might be helpful in a future situation of this kind. 


Naval Aireraft—Rear Adm. Ernest J. King, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
has not given up hope of receiving at least some of the $30,000,000 worth of new 
aeroplanes which the Navy Department has requested from the public works fund. 
While quite some time has elapsed since the Public Works Administration received 
the Navy’s plane program without any action, Admiral King said this week that 
he did not consider the matter to be a dead issue, 

“They probably won't give us any money for the planes for the two new 
carriers as we couldn't spend the money right now,” he stated, “but we do need 
now the remaining $21,000,000. Fifteen million of this is to simply make replace- 
ments so that we will have the thousand planes outlined by the 1926 Act. This 
figure, however, only included planes for the ships we had at that time. Aircraft 
for the Ranger and the cruisers we have commissioned since then have never been 
provided for. With another six million dollars we can have 1200 planes, what is 
necessary. By 1936, we must have 1500 planes.” 

Admiral King denied that he had written to the Naval Affairs Committees of 
the Senate and House asking legislation for new aircraft, as was reported in the 
press. He said that he had spoken informally with Representative Vinson, chair- 
man of the House naval committee, but that the matter had gone no further. 


Navy Diplomacy—Secretary Hull, according to reports from the State Department, 
hasn't much confidence in naval officers. The New York Times in its issue of 
Sept. 21 publishes the following paragraph in an article on the Cuban situation: 

“The principal apprehension of State Department officials working on the 
Cuban situation is that some untoward incident, in which Americans are attacked 
or threatened, might lead some naval officer to send sailors to the rescue, It 
would be difficult to criticize the humanitarian zeal of the officer ander the circum- 
stances, but the political consequences, in the judgment of State Department offi- 
cials, might be disastrous at the present time.” 

Mr. Hull's opinion is in sharp contrast with the views of a distinguished 
predecessor of his, who was also faced with trouble in Latin America. During the 
winter of 1902-3, while discussing a revolutionary situation in Caribbean area 
with President Theodore Roosevelt and Rear Adm. Taylor, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, the then Secretary of State Hay said that, 

“He always felt relieved: when the naval officer had arrived on the scene, 
because he always kept within the situation.” 

Later in 1904, Mr. Hay expressed himself along the same line to Rear Adm. 
Chadwick, then President of the Naval War College. 

“We have had a number of difficult international situations in the West Indies 
and Venezuela in the past two years, and they have all been handled by naval 
officers very well,” said Mr. Hay. “They have not made a single mistake.” 
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Board,* approved by the Secretaries of 
War and Navy, a Joint Economy Board 
is appointed as a permanent agency.

“An Officer from the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts (not below the rank 
of commander). 

“(3) Secretary. 

“The Secretary of The Joint Roard 
will he the Secretary of the Roard. 

“(c) Reports and recommendations of 
the Joint Heonomy Roard will be pre- 
sented to The Joint Board for action. 

“(d) Each Chief of Arm, Service or 
Bureau will designate a liaison officer 
whose name shall be furnished to the 
Joint Economy Board and who will main- 
tain contact between his office, and the 
corresponding activity of the other ser- 
vice and with the Board. Liaison officers 
will bring to the attention of the Joint 
Economy Board any matter which their 
respective chiefs shall deem to come with- 
in the purview of the Board. Each liat- 
son officer will furnish such aid to the 
Board in securing information and data 
from his particular Arm. Service or Bu- 
reau as the Board shall request. The 
Joint Economy Board will have author- 
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ity over the liaison officers in so far as 
their duties pertain to the work of the 
Board.”

CCC Instructions 


The following instructions relative to 
the continuation of the Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps for second enrollment 
period have been issued by the War 
Department : 

“1. Discharge.—The formal discharge 
and discharge certificate will be used in 
compliance with paragraph 22, War De- 
partment Regulations (Provisional), 
April 5, 1933, in those cases where the 
member does not desire to reenroll and 
continue his service in the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps, 

“2. Reenrollment.-—When a member of 
the Civilian Conservation Corps reen- 
rolls, an indorsement will be made and 
permanently attached to the “Oath of 
Enrollment” on the member's Individual 
Record (CCC Form No. 1), to the effect 
that the member has reenrolled for a 
period of six months subject to all the 
requirements and obligations that he 
assumed when he subscribed to his 
original oath of enrollment; this in- 
dorsement will be signed by the mem- 
ber and the Camp Commander, 

“3. Payments.—-Those members who 
reenroll, their service being continuous, 
will be paid on a regular monthly pay 
roll on which the date of reenrollment 
will be shown. Cash allowances will 
continue as though no change (discharge 
and reenrollment) had occurred. De- 
posits will not be paid on reenrollment 
but retained until final separation from 
the service. Those members who do not 
reenroll will be paid on a final payment 
roll which will show the date of dis- 
charge, followed by the remark ‘Not re- 
enrolled’. Final statements may be used 
when final payment roll is not practic- 
able,” 

“4. Allotments.—On reenrollment of 
members, the payment of cash to the 
members and allotments to allottees will 
be continued as though no change in 
their service occurred.”

A 
high sense of competition exists between 
organized athletic teams within the com- 
pany which is very clearly manifested by 
the combined efforts of increments of 
those teams when competing as a team 
against local organized teams. A _ ver- 
satile educational program is attracting 
many of the boys and enabling them to 
look at life with greater aspects. 

“The extent of work accomplished in 
illustrated, 50 cen enottaiae.. po p. — 
firearms. swords, medals, etc. Est.

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the forest to date under the supervision 
of G. L. Sears, forest superintendent, 
and his foremen is 12 miles of fire 
breaks, 9 miles complete truck trails, 
construction of 1 tool house and ‘11 office 
building, 249 man days of fire fighting 
and 7 acres of completed landscaping. 

“The visualization of ideas both indi- 
vidual and collectively, cognizance of 
group psychology by the leaders and the 
desire of the men for self improvement, 
moulded together as they are.in this 
camp, account for the prevailing state 
of morale and the distinction this camp 
holds.” 

A report on the winning camp by 
the Third Corps Area headquarters fol- 
lows: 

“This camp Is located near the Cataw- 
ba Sanitariam, about six miles north- 
west of Salem, Va. The site selected was 
a small one between two swales and 
near the brow of a steep bank. When 
the company arrived on June 4 a little 
clearing had been done by the State For- 
est Service, but in general the area was 
covered with trees, stumps and brush. 
Yet the company commander was. able 
to visualize his present arrangement, and 
the men’s tents and kitchen were placed 
the first night on the ground they oc- 
cupy in what is now a most compact, 
orderly and efficient arrangement. 

“The company was fortunate in hav- 
ing just above the camp site an old ar- 
tesian well formerly used by a glass 
smelting concern, The water is abundant 
and requires no treatment, The pressure 
was not sufficient for the requirements, 
so the company built a large concrete 
reservoir about midway between the well 
and the camp site and now has an ex- 
celient water supply, including a num- 
ber of drinking fountains located at con- 
venient places throughout the camp. 

“The camp is laid out in the form of 
an isosceles triangle with the company 
commander’s tent at the apex and the 
hospital ward tents for the men as the 
base, the latter fronting on the are of 
a large circle. In the center of the large 
triangle is the mess hall and kitchen, 
with a large store tent on either side 
of the kitchen. The latrine is located 
in rear of the center of the main line 
of tents, down a slight slope and close 
enough to all tents to be very conve- 
nient. The bath house, straddling a dry 
swale on the west side of the camp, was 
started with material obtained from the 
woods before the expenditure of funds 
for this purpose was authorized. So 
well was this planned that when money 
became available no changes were neces- 
sary. The bath house has twenty show- 
ers, two long runs of zine lined troughs 
with numerous spigots and wash basins. 
A large laundry tub, donated to the com- 
pany, has been installed for washing 
clothing. 

“A large three-deck incinerator has 
been built of stone and cement for the 
disposal of garbage, with an addition for 
heating water for sterilizing the mess 
kits. The waste water from the kitchen 
is led through a large concrete grease 
trap, located near the incinerator. The 
drainage of the camp is excellent, and 
walks of crushed stone enable all parts 
of the camp to be reached without going 
through mud at any time. 

“The interior arrangement of the men’s 
tents is prescribed in detail, an exact 
place being provided for mess kits, laun- 
dry bag and for each article of clothing. 

“The mess hall is of the standard type 
except for a small screened addition near 
the ranges for the storage of the daily 
supply of fire wood. The mess hall, ta- 
bles, and utensils were scrupulously 
clean, as were all other parts of the 
camp. A large and efficient ice box has 
been constructed by the company. 

“The noon meal consisted of roast beef, 
mashed potatoes, corn on the cob, lima 
beans, fresh tomatoes, bread and butter, 
coffee and rice pudding. An examina- 
tion of menus showed that fresh vege- 
tables are being supplied with each 
meal, butter at two meals each day and 
fresh milk frequently. Men questioned 
reported gains in weight varying from 
six to sixteen pounds since they came 
to camp. 

“A small post exchange is operated 
near the axis of the camp, with an in- 
genious system of compartments capable 
of being securely locked.

“The headquarters tent is efficiently 
arranged, and the records of the com- 
pany are kept in a superior manner. Es- 
pecially worthy of note were the ac- 
counts of the post exchange, which were 
most complete, neatly kept and in accord 
with Army Regulations. 

“Ail men are fully equipped with per- 
sonal equipment, clothing and shoes, all 
of which are found in a superior condi- 
tion. Some of the men have bought ad- 
ditional uniform khaki trousers. 

“The esprit of the officers and the men 
appeared to be very high. All men ques- 
tioned stated that they were pleased 
with their job and intended to reenroll, 
always with smiles on their faces and 
apparent cheerful spirit. Number of de- 
sertions: 1; AWOL: 1; discharges for 
disciplinary reasons: 3. 

“The overhead for camp routine was 
24 men, with approximately 175 men 
turned over to the forester daily. 

“Voluntary schools are conducted in 
the evenings in reading, writing and 
arithmetic for eight men; vocational 
training in cooking, and truck driving; 
lectures by the forest service technical 
staff and company officers, including per- 
sonal hygiene and citizenship. 

“The company has dug out a volley 
ball-basketball court and a horse shoe 
pitching court in the side of the hill. The 
baseball diamond is located on the flat, 
about 100 yards from camp. Inter-tent 
schedules of volley ball, horseshoe pitch- 
ing, playground ball and baseball are be- 
ing followed in the evenings, and base- 
ball games with adjacent camps and 
towns are played on week ends. 

“The camp superintendent stated that 
the work accomplished by the men in 
the forests was of high quality and cited 
the large number of miles of roads and 
fire lines constructed and the number of 
acres on which sylvan culture had been 
completed. A part of this work appears 
in the road leading to camp and the 
clearing of the forest in that vicinity.”

Coast Guard News 


An allotment of $14,800,000 to the 
Coast Guard, chiefly for new cutters, 
patrol boats, seaplanes and air stations, 
was announced Sept. 21 by Federal Ad- 
ministrator of Public Works Harold L. 
Ickes. The funds supplement two pre- 
vious allotments totaling $10,033,135, and 
brings the total public works allotment 
to $24,833,135. 

Six 300-foot cutters and two 165-foot 
cutters are provided for in the allot- 
ment, the former to cost $9,060,000 and 
the latter, $1,100,000. The 300-foot cut- 
ters will earry aircraft. 

Three of the larger cutters will re- 
place the Snohomish, the Seneca and 
the Yamacraw, each of which is more 
than 24 years old. The other three are 
to operate from Coast Guard stations at 
Unalaska, Alaska, San Pedro, Calif., and 
the Canal Zone. 

The cost of the 9 new patrol boats 
will be $2,250,000. These craft will re- 
place nine Gestroyers now operated by 
the Coast Guard and will effect an an- 
nual saving of $1,191,000 in operating ex- 
penses. 

The new air stations contemplated fol- 
lowing the allotment include Biloxi, 
Miss., Port Angeles, Wash., St., Peters- 
burg, Fla., and Galveston, Texas. 

The allotment provides $80,000 for the 
construction of facilities for berthing 4 
165-foot cutter intended for Lake Erie 
and also for the consolidation of Coast 
Guard facilities at Cleveland. An allot- 
ment of $115,000 was made for the re 
moval of the present station at Short 
Beach, N. Y., to conform to the develop 
ment of the Long Island State Park 
Commission. 

Another $45,000 was allotted to com- 
plete the construction of the new 
Academy at New London, Conn. The 
balance of the $14,800,000 allotment will 
be expended mainly for repairs to sta- 
tions, patrot boats and other equipment. 
The entire program represents an annual 
saving of $197,795.

During the 
Spanish-American War, Commodore Har- 
low was attached to the USS Vixen, and 
was advanced two numbers for eminent 
and conspicuous conduct in extricating 
two launches under his command from 
a serious ambuscade by Spanish infantry 
in the narrow bay of Cadanas, a short 
distance west of Santiago, Cuba, June 
17, 1898. Commander Harlow was 
sent ashore to ascertain whether Cove- 
ra’s Squadron was in the Harbor of San- 
tiago. He served in the Asiatic Fleet in 
1900 and in 1904 was returned to duty in 
the Navy Department. In 1906, he was 
in charge of the Navy Recruiting Station 
at Pittsburgh, and in 1907, transferred 
to the Navy Yard, League Island, Phila- 
delphia.

The Federal Reserve Board's condition 
statement of weekly reporting member 
banks in 90 leading cities on Sept. 18 
shows increases for the week of $178,- 
000,000 in net demand deposits, $86,000,-

decreases of $39,000,000 !n holdings of 
United States Government securities and 
$11,000,000 !n time deposits. 

Loans on securities increased $21,000,- 
000 at reporting member banks in the 
New York district and $25,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks. “All other’ 
loans. increased $14,000,000 in the New 
York district, $8,000,000 in the Chicago 
district, $6,000,000 in the Boston district 
and $33,000,000 at all reporting banks, 

Holdings of United States Government 
securities declined $10,000,000 in the St. 
Louis district, $7,000,000 in the New 
York district, $6,000,000 each in the Bos- 
ton and San Francisco districts and $39,- 
000,000 at all reporting member banks, 
Holdings of other securities show a small 
reduction for the week, 

Borrowings of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks from Federal Reserve banks 
aggregated $22,000,000 on September 13, 
the principal change for the week being 
a decrease of $6,000,000 at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of San Francisco. 

Licensed member banks formerly in- 
cluded in the condition statement of 
member banks in 101 leading cities, but 
not now included in the weekly state- 
ment, had total loans and investments of 
$871,000,000 and net demand, time, and 
Government deposits of $912,000,000 on 
September 13, compared with $884,000,- 
000 and $877,000,000, respectively, on 
September 6.

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Criticism from abroad of the United 
States naval building program as being 
harmful to the success of the Geneva 
Disarmament Conference were called 
“unjustified” by Acting Secretary of the 
Navy Henry L. Roosevelt, Sept. 19, 
speaking over a national radio network. 

“One hears criticisms of our present 
Naval building policy,” he said. “We 
are told that it is of paramount impor- 
tance to the success of the Limitation 
of Arms Conference at Geneva to post- 
pone the building of certain of the pro- 
jected ships. We are warned that our 
building program might set a bad ex- 
ample to the other naval powers and 
might encourage another naval race. 
How unjustified is this assertion can be 
seen from the fact that by 1936 when 
our new program is completed we shall 
still be 101 vessels short of our author- 
ized strength, Great Britain will be 64 
ships short and Japan will have in com- 
mission its full quota.” 

“I wish to lay especial emphasis,” Mr. 





Roosevelt declared, “upon the value of 
the Navy as a protection against air 
raids because of the absurd efforts which 
have been made to persuade the coun- 
try that the advent of air power has 
made navies obsolete. 

“The truth is exactly opposite. The 
new menace from the air makes our 
Navy more indispensable than ever. 

“This is true because any serious air 
attack against us must first come in 
ships to within striking distance of our 
coast,—certainly to within a thousand 
miles. Only the Navy can defeat or 
drive off the ships which might bring the 
planes, together with their large sup- 
plies of fuel, bombs, ete., and if the 
Navy does this we will be spared the 
devastation of air raids. 

“There is a popular misconception that 
airplanes can fly across the ocean with 
a warload of bombs and other fighting 
equipment. This is not now possible 
nor even probable in the near future, 
In order to cross the ocean by air a 
plane must strip itself of the warload 
and earry gasoline in its place. 

“The Washington Treaty, as well as 
the London Treaty, set the ratio of naval 
strength for the United States, Great 
Britain and Japan as 5-5-3,” the Acting 
Secretary said. “What have we done 
to meet the obligations imposed upon 
us by these solemn treaties? In the hope 
that all nations, having come to the 
realization of the horrors of war, would 
do likewise we have slowed down our 
Navy building program to a dangerous 
point, but at the same time those nations 
less prosperous than ourselves have con- 
tinued to build at a reasonable rate 
ships that from a purely financial point 
of view they could ill-afford. They have 
realized that an adequate Navy is the 
insurance necessary to their national 
existence. 

“Thus during the ten years since the 
Washington Treaty,—a period of our 
greatest national prosperity,—we failed 
to maintain our allotted position in sea 
power while other nations, less pros- 
perous, were forging ahead with a well- 
defined building program. * * * 

“This is the situation with which we 
were faced on March 4th. To correct 
this defect in our national defense, there 
has been set aside from the three bil- 
lion three hundred million dollars al- 
located for the relief of unemployment, 
the sum of two hundred and thirty-eight 
million dollars to be spent in new naval 
construction. Through this allotment 
the two outstanding needs of our coun- 
try at the present moment, namely, pro- 
tection and employment, were linked to 
gether.

“An efficient and effective Navy is a 
team made up of many players,” Mr. 
Roosevelt said later. “These players are 
fleet units such as a Division of Battle- 
ships, a Squadron of Destroyers or Sub- 
marines, an Aircraft Carrier with its 
planes, or a line of Cruiser Scouts. In 


pattle each player has its particular | 
function. None can be missing without 
greatly weakening the team. These 


players are drilled individually and col- | 


lectively. Individually as divisions or 
squadrons they learn to shoot their big 
guns, fire their torpedoes or launch their 
planes. Collectively, during the war 
games, they learn their particular fune- 
tions with the team. They strive for 
suc’ coordination that each player acts 
his particular part at exactly the proper 
moment. 

“To maintain such a team we need 
ships, we need repair yards to keep them 


in perfect condition, we need highly 
technical and experienced oflicers and 
we need men,—the average run of 


American lad bright and courageous. We 
need them in sufficient numbers to man 
all stations at the same time. 
ship is also a team and this little team 
misses the absence of a man from a 
battle station as much as the big navy 
team misses a ship. We must have the 
Navy up to strength in personnel at all 
times and we must keep that personnel 
in training. The youth of our Country 
will respond in numbers in the event of 
a national emergency and can be trained 
as fairly good infantrymen in three 
months, but it takes years to turn out 
an efficient sailorman, capable of proper- 
ly handling the highly technical instru- 
ments of a modern man-of-war. He must 


be trained in time of peace or he can’t 
make the team in time of war. 
“A Navy cannot be improvised. The 


ships must be carefully built; the per- 
sonnel carefully and intensively trained 
and the building of ships and training 
of men can only be done in times of 
peace. After war is declared it is too 
late. We must, therefore, build our 
ships and train our men NOW so as to 
provide the insurance to our Country 
that our people expect and have a right 
to demand.”

Construction of Pensacola 

Much needed improvements in the na- 
val aviation facilities at Pensacola, Fla., 
will be effected in the immediate future 
through the provision of permanent 
buildings at Corry Field. The sum of 
$1,010,000 has been allotted for the proj- 
ect by the Public Works Administration, 
and bids have already been invited for 
the various portions of the work by the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks of the Navy 
Department, 

The work which will be immediately 
undertaken by the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks will include the erection of new 
and modern hangars, an Administration 
Puilding, a barracks and mess hall build 
ing, a heating plant and industrial build- 
ing, a recreation building, together with 
necessary roads and pavements, service 
systems, utilities, ete. 

In 1927, the citizens of the city of Pen- 


sacola and Escambia County, Fla., do- 
nated to the United States a tract of 
land of 500 acres, located about six 


miles southwest of the city for use by 
the Navy Department, as an aviation 
field for the land plane training of Na 
val personnel. The acceptance of this 
donation was authorized by special act 
of Congress and on July 1, 1927, Naval 
aviation activities were started in this 
location. The new field was given the 
name “Corry Field”, perpetuating the 
former Naval landing fleld near Pensaco- 
la which had the same name and which 
had been utilized for some years pre- 
viously under lease. 

After acquisition of the permanent and

new field, Congress made several appro- 
priations, primarily for the development 
and improvement of the field surface, 
such as the installation of surface and 
sub-surface drainage, provision of warm- 
ing up platforms and taxiways, the in- 
stallation of water and seweruge sys- 
tems, facilities for night flying, ete. 
Utilizing surveyed and scrap materials 


from \xrious sources, several buildings 
were erected on the property by the 
Government in order to serve essential 


operating purposes, but these buildings 
were all of the most temporary type of 
construction and otherwise grossly inad- 
equate. No funds were ever made avail- 
able for the construction of hangars for 
aircraft, even though there were, at 
times, in excess of eighty airplanes in 
constant use on the field, 

Shortly after the acquisition of the 
site, the Navy Department formulated 
plans for the permanent development of 
this field as a primary Naval land plane 
training center and such plans have been 
in a stute of approved readiness await- 
ing authorization and appropriation of 
funds for some time. As a part of the 
allotment recently made by the Public 
Works Administration for the construc- 
tion and improvement of shore facilities 
for the Navy, the sum of $1,010,000 has 
been allocated for the accomplishment 
of this Corry Field development. 

The work contemplated at this field 
has long been of high priority in the 
shore construction program of the Navy 
and its accomplishment will greatly im- 
prove and facilitate operations and ade- 
quately fill essential needs. Protection 
from the elements will be afforded to 
large numbers of aircraft constantly as- 
signed to the field. Versonnel attached 
to the field will be accommodated in 
quarters of a proper permanent and fire- 
proof type. The work will give immedi- 
ate employment to large numbers of men 
both at the site and in the production 
of industrial materials. 


New Mexico “Shakedown” 
The USS New Mexico, battleship, 
which has been modernized at the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard, has been operating 
off the Delaware Capes since Sept. 15, 
and is now at Gravesend Bay, N. Y. On 
Sept. 25, she will sail for Hampton Roads 
to take on stores and supplies, and then 
will conduct further tests in accordance 
with the following schedule:

Unjust Pay Cuts 

Hditor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The reduction of pay of the enlisted 
men has been the cause of great suffer- 
ing and distress among the men, retired 
after 30 years active service. Those men 
who live abroad are suffering a still 
further big reduction in pay, through the 
low exchange rate of the dollar, so they 
cannot exist and support their depen- 
dents, and they should be helped. Most 
of those retired men are also veterans 
of the Spanish or the World Wars, and 
especially the lower grades of them are 
having a hard time of it. Most of them 
live abroad by permission of their De- 
partments, and they are losing an addi- 
tional 33 per cent in getting their checks 
cashed abroad, thus suffering a total loss 
of about 48 per cent. My pay as a re- 
tired sergeant has been reduced from 
$66.38 to $56.42, minus a further loss 
of about 33 per cent exchange value, 
equal to about $19.00, and this brings 
my present pay to about $37.00 of for- 
mer currency. This is totally insufficient 
to live and support my wife, and I am 
69 yeurs of age, and too old to commence 
to go to work again. You would oblige 
me greatly for mentioning this injustice 
in the columns of your valuable paper.
